Un Sunday, January 8, six hardy souls 
opened their eyes early enough to see 
the sun shining and started off for 
Mountain Home, The sun was bright and 
cleay as we started up the fire trail;

were hiding beyond Mount Tamalpais. 
Cur first botanical find was a manza- 
nita thst is not a manzanita—in other ° 
words, = shatterberry. One of our mem- 
bers ha. brought along his copy of John 
Thomas Howell'ts "Marin Flora", hot off 
the press, and we discovered that this 
plant had been called Schizococcus rather 
than Arctostaphylos because its berry 
breaks up upon ripeiing and does not pro- 
duce a "little apple" like the manzanita, 

Farther on the chaparral pea was seen 
in bloom, The pink flowers of Arcto- 
staphylos canescens against grey foliage 


provided a show half way to Bootjack Camp, 


farther along on the serpentine ontcrop- 


ping the Arctostaphylos montana, restricted 


to Marin County, was seen, - 

Just before we reached Boot jack the 
clouds gathered and rain came down but 
in the shelter of the trees we had our 
lunch and were soon joined by an addit- 
icnal member of the N.S.S. 

After lunch,with skies still threat— 
ening, we decided on a return to Mount— 
ain Home, After reaching that destin- 
ation a side trip was made to visit 
scenes where shrubs had been planted 
several years ago along the old railroad 
grade.
